Kotalik, 34, and his passen- 
gers, Skrocki, Sr., Dennis Lee 
Skrocki Jr. 31, and William 
Shane Kraemer Sr., 34, were 
transported by East Jordan 
ambulances to Charlevoix 
Area Hospital, where Skrocki, 
Sr. was pronounced dead. 

The driver of the second 
vehicle, John Allen Kurbis. 
55, sought his own treatment. 

Further details were not 
available at press time. The 
accident is sull under investi- 
gation. 

The Antrim County Sher- 
iff was also assisted by the 
East Jordan Police Depart- 
ment. East Jordan Fire De- 
partment, and the Charlevoix 
County Sheriff's Department.

Color is important to Boyne City’s Lee Stowe, but right now, 
she has yellow to spare. With mounds of rudbekia, loads of tansy, 


and plenty of butter-colored daylilies bursting into bloom all over 
her garden, Stowe is willing to give a little yellow away to anyone 


else who. might need it. 


To the casual observer, though, Stowe’s garden is in perfect bal- 
ance, a combination of soft, curving lines and eye-popping blooms, 
including a seemingly endless variety of multi-hued daylilies, one 
of Stowe’s favorite. Her tastes have been cultivated over a lifetime 
of gardening, which, she said, was likely a result of having been. 


raised by a gardener. 


“Y’ve been gardening all my life,” she said. ‘My mother was a 
gardener. A lot of these plants came from her garden.” 

Though-only in the area for the last 10 years, Stowe has brought 
many of the plants-she currently tends from-her previous home 
downstate. “I lived on the same piece of land for 72 years,” she 
said,-noting that her family had taken up some land from the gov- 
ernment in 1833, where she lived until she married.

Ten years ago, Stowe decided to move north to be closer to-her 
children. With her husband having passed away 10 years before, 
Stowe had determined it was time to be closer to family.

It’s amazing how the effects of the gift bestowed 
upon the Boyne District Library by the Mary K. 
Peabody Foundation just keep going and going, like 
ripples from a pebble dropped into the water. 

The excitement of the building project was, at the 
time, certainly contagious. It was difficult not to get 
excited as the plans, and eventually the building itself, 
took shape. I, for one, had a wonderful front row view 
of the day-to-day progress of the building project from 
my office window. Through the project, I can often 
recall talking to library director Nannette Miller on the 
phone about the project while checking out what 
workers were doing at that moment in time. 

But once the dust had settled, the doors had opened, 
and the harried and hard-working staff were finally 
allowed to make the place their own, one might expect 
that things just went on, business as usual. 

And certainly, there’s a lot of truth to that. Folks 
came and went, checking out and returning books, 
gradually, I’m sure, spending less and less time 
gawking at the amazing transformation of the building 
and more time on the books inside. The staff continued 
on, doing all the things they’d done before to keep the 
library running smoothly. Things have quieted down, 
ostensibly, and the library is no longer a weekly, or 
even bi-weekly, feature in the paper. 

But that doesn’t mean that there’s nothing to be 
excited about. 

Anyone who’s a part of any service, school, or 
government group around town has probably, at one 
point or another over the past few months, attended a 
meeting or function in the library’s new Community 
Room. Library staff member Dava Maat recently told 
me that the room is used nearly every night. I person- 
ally have attended a school board meeting, a city 
commission meeting, and a couple of library functions 
in the room already. So my question to Dava was, how 
in the world did we get along without it? Talk about 
filling a need. 

The library, too, with its newly-expanded staff and 
abundance of elbow room, has the opportunity to do so 
much more now than before the project. Witness the 
Wednesday Workshops and other community programs 
the library has had in recent months, and is planning for 
the near future. The recent Antiques Appraisal night, 
which boasted about 50 attendees, got rave reviews. 

Area kids are also reaping the benefits, evidenced by 
this summer’s Reading Road Trip program, a fabulous 
success by all accounts; the Boyne District Library 
group’s attendance exceeded even the Petoskey 
library’s program this year by a long shot. The pre- 
school reading program was so popular that staff had to 
add an additional time to keep up with the demand. 

And when kids’ book author Jonathan Rand visited 
recently, the Community Room was, almost literally, 
bursting at the seams. 

I could go on, but my point is this: with all the 
negativity seen so publicly of late, it’s important to note 
that there are plenty of extraordinary things going on 
more quietly and behind the scenes, all over town. The 
Boyne District Library is one fine example of commu- 
nity support and strength at its best. 

And don’t forget, the library’s Endowment Fund 
needs to keep growing along with the library in order to 
keep things moving forward.

Simple measures 
can help prevent 
“Swimmers’ Itch” 


Cases of ‘swimmers’ itch” have been reported in 
the area, and the local health department is informing 
the public about measures they can take to eliminate 
or reduce exposure to the skin rash. ; 

“Swimmers’ itch is a skin rash caused by certain 
parasites of birds and mammals,” said Joshua R. 
Meyerson, MD, MPH, medical director for Northwest, 
Michigan Community Health Agency, which serves 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet and Otsego counties. 

Birds, snails, and parasitic worms are linked to- 
gether in a very complex relationship, he explained. 
Parasites are released from infected snails and migrate 
through waters used for swimming. People who swim 
or wade in infested water may experience the itching 
rash. Children are often infected due to their habits of 
swimming or wading in the water and playing on the 
beach as the water evaporates from the skin. 

Parasites may enter the skin of bathers or swim- 
mers in differentways, Dr. Meyerson explained. “Some 
penetrate while the individual is swimming, while other 
species appear to enter only after the person has 
emerged from the water,” he said. “In any event, entry 
is sometimes felt as a dull, prickly and itchy sensa- 
tion.” 

A victim's first exposure to infested water may not 
result in the itchy rash. Repeated exposure increases a 
person’s sensitivity to the parasite and increases the 
likelihood of rash development. In sensitized individu- 
als, a small reddened area wil! develop at the entrance 
site of each parasite. After 24 hours, the reddened ar- 
eas reach their largest size. Swimmers who have re- 
peated exposures may see an increase in the size of the 
affected areas, especially if aggravated by persistent 
and intense itching. 

Intermittent periods of itching will continue for sev- 
eral days. The victim suffers the most during the first 
four or five days after exposure. After a week, the itch- 
ing and reddened areas usually disappear, leaving a spot 
that resembles a small bruise. 

Those exposed to swimmers’ itch should contact 
their physician or health care provider when the diag- 
nosis is unclear, complications such as infection are 


~ present, or the reaction is intensely itchy and intoler- 
able. Treatment is available for relief of the itching and 


secondary infection. 

Meyerson said several measures can be followed 
to eliminate or reduce the problem. 

First, avoid situations that encourage birds to re- 
main in areas where people frequent the water. Feed- 
ing birds should be strongly discouraged. 

Second, some species of snails deposit their eggs 
on concrete walls or on rocks that have been used as 
rip-rap to prevent shoreline erosion. The rocks serve 
as a base for snail eggs and protect against wave ac- 
tion. Avoid exposure to these rocks, Meyerson suggests. 

Third, it appears that most swimmers make contact 
with parasites while swimming on the eastern and 
southem side of lakeshores. The reason appears to lie 
in the fact that the parasite of some species float to the 
surface of the water and drift with the wind to the shore. 
Because winds in Michigan are often westerly or north- 
erly, people contact the parasites on eastern and south- 
em shores. 

Continuous swimming or wading along the shore 
should be avoided because large numbers of parasites 
can accumulate there. Immediate and thorough towel- 
ing off after leaving the water, Dr. Meyerson said, can 
help. Floating parasites are sticky and attach to the body 
as the swimmer leaves the water. “When emerging 
from the water, the parasite enters the skin as the body 
air dries. By immediately and thoroughly toweling off 
all areas of your body, you can help prevent the para- 
site from entering the skin,” he said.

Scattering dried blood as a deterrent 
seems to work for her as well, Stowe said, 
in keeping the four-legged pests from feast- 
ing.

Garden phiox is the one thing she hasn’t 
been able to keep the deer out of, save for a 
couple she’s now got protected with wire. 
“T learned that’s the thing they love the best,” 
she said.

FOR HER PART, Stowe’s garden is 
based on picking out the things she loves 
best, including irises, rudbekia, and, of 
course, daylilies, along with a variety of 
other, true lilies. Rather than stick to a strin- 
gent, pre-determined planting design, Stowe 
buys what she likes and then uses her eye to 
determine where each plant needs to be. Surveying the garden in bloom, she 
said, gives her the opportunity to “say ‘I need a white here, a yellow there’.” 

She’s also not afraid to move plants to accommodate her ever-evolving 
vision, a trait she also probably inherited from her mother. “People would 
say, ‘how does she manage, [moving a plant that’s} full-grown, in bloom?’ 
But she did it,” said Stowe, who also does it, with enviable results. 

The end product is a look worthy of Mother Nature, with drifts of flowers 
blending one into the other, in a colorful expanse which includes her special 
favorites alongside a wide variety of other plants such as coneflowers, dai- 
sies, veronica, baby’s breath, bellflowers, and a charming patch of gooseneck 
loosestrife.

Stowe’s garden features not only glorious flowers but quaint touches, such as this tidy-looking 
storage shed, that become integral parts of the garden landscape. 


Not that she hasn’t had her flops, she said. But this is the way a gardener 
learns. For example, in recent years Stowe has tried to grow delphinium, and 
in that time, left unprotected, they’ ve been killed by the harsh northern Michi- 


gan winters. “This year, I’ve decided I’m going to 
cover them, now that I know J can’t [keep them alive 
unprotected],” she said. 

Planting tansy, too, was a boo-boo that Stowe is 
still paying for, and certainly won’t repeat. “It’s so 
invasive,” she said. 

When she does have a little too much of some- 
thing, and it’s threatening to take over her garden, 
she doesn’t have to look too far to find eager takers 
for what she has to spare. “I have granddaughters 
that live out of state that love to come [and collect 
slips],” Stowe laughs. “They both have gardens they 
call ‘Grandma’s Garden’.” The offer stands for most 
folks who show an interest, too. “I tell everybody 
the same thing,” she said. 


THOUGH GARDENING is a great passion for 
Stowe, the possibility of being able to do it year- 
round, oft-dreamed of by many northern gardeners, 
doesn’t tempt her. “I look forward to itso much in 
the spring,” she said, “and I do so much planning 
through the winter.” 

Anyway, she added, folks she knows in some 
warmer ‘year-round’ gardening climates like Florida, 
“can’t do a thing outside” in the summer. :

including, he said, getting through the building project, contract nego- 
tiations for the upcoming school year, and other financial considerations. 
Some of the qualifications suggested in the meeting were: experi- 
ence on a building project; negotiation skills; encouraging community 
involvement; people management skills; and skills in curriculum. 
Eckhardt indicated at the meeting that he knew of five potential can- 
didates who have shown an interest in the position, and was currently 
reviewing qualifications. At the meeting, the board officially appointed 
the Char-Em ISD to act as consultants in the contracting of an interim. 
According to school board president Ed Vondra in an interview late 
last week, the board expects a recommendation from Eckhardt this week, 
and will likely appoint a candidate to the position at either the next 


regular meeting of the schoo! board, on Aug. 13, or possibly at a special: 


meeting to be determined. 

Though most at the meeting were eager to give input, there was an 
overall feeling that it’s time to move forward on putting an interim in 
place, especially in light of the short time before the first day of school. 
“We need to get this done and over with,” said school board treasurer 
Jim Stackus, “so we can move on to other things.” Board vice president 
Cathy Allen concurred, noting that “There’s a month before school 
[starts]. We don’t have time to waste...” 

While the information gathered at the meeting may have been valu- 
able for Eckhardt and the board, the experience was appreciated by some 
in the audience simply as a step in the right direction in terms of in- 
creasing community involvement in the board’s decision-making pro- 
cess. 

“Thank you,” said Boyne City Foundation for Excellence in Educa- 
tion president Pete Friedrich. “I think [the meeting] was a good idea 
[and brings us} one step closer to the healing process.” 

Local citizen Floyd Wright added that “the board is to be commended 
for calling us in. I think they have listened to our input. They’ ve done 
what they set out to do. Good job.” 

The position has been held by temporary interim superintendent Mary 
Jason since June, when she was appointed to replace departing superin- 
tendent Dana Compton. Compton had earlier resigned the position ef- 
fective June of 2002, but later accepted a buyout offer from the school 
board, ending his employment in June of this year. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the board also approved a recommenda- 
tion from athletic director Steve Beyer for the district to participate with 
Student Assurance Services, Inc. for athletic student accident insurance, 
a change from the district’s long-time insurance carrier First Agency.
